Having had some valuable experi¬ 
ence In reorganising a powerful Minne¬ 
sota Insurance company, Gov John¬ 
son was well prepared to deal with 
the emergency which arose when the 
corruption and extravagance of the 
management of the great national life 
Insurance companies waa revealed In 
1305. In -November of that year, he 
wrote a letter to President Roosevelt, 
which placed him In .the front rank of 
national leaders. In this letter the 
governor suggested a conference of 
governore and attorney generals to be 
called by the president at Chicago. 
The conference was held In the follow¬ 
ing February and Gov. Johnson, as Its 
chairman and dominant figure, named 
the famous "committee of fifteen." 
whose recommendations were em¬ 
bodied In the law In Minnesota and 
in about a dozen other states. . 

, While the momentous decision re¬ 
cently given by the supreme court In 
similar cases coming up from North 
Carolina and Minnesota may have tbe 
effect of Invalidating some of the rail- 
vfgy legislation secured by Gov. John¬ 
son In Minnesota, the fact remains that 
be has done what he set out to do and 
secured the enactment of popular and 
beneficent legislation. If. as now 
seems probable, the epoch-making de¬ 
cision of the court in large measure 
transfers railway legislation from th* 
states to the national legislature. It be¬ 
comes of particular significance that 
pril of the earliest acts of Gov. John¬ 
son s career as a member of the Min¬ 
nesota legislature waa the Introduc¬ 
tion of a . .emorlal to oongresa to ex¬ 
tend tbe powers of tbe interstate com¬ 
merce commission, a memorial which 
ante dated the extension of those pow¬ 
ers by some four years.
